SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘End Double Taxation 4

of Successful Consumer Claims Act’’. 5

SUMER CLAIM AWARDS. 3

  (b) Consumer protection violation defined Section 62 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 is amended by adding at the end the following new subsection:
 
  (f) Consumer protection violation defined For purposes of subsection (a)(20), the term  consumer protection violation means an act that is unlawful under any of the following: 
  (1) Section 987 of title 10, United States Code.
  (2) Sections 6, 8, or 9 of the Real Estate Settlement Procedures Act of 1974 (12 U.S.C. 2605, 2607, or 2608).

  (c) Effective date The amendments made by this section shall apply to attorney fees and court costs paid during taxable years ending after the date of the enactment of this Act with respect to any judgment or settlement occurring during such taxable years.
